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Hoover to Make Public the Names 
Of Judicial Candidates’ Sponsors

To Let Public Know Who Indorsed Them— 


This Also Will Settle Many Questions 
About Patronage. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—Pres- 
ident Hoover's decision to make 
Public the names of the more 
prominent officials and citizens 
who indorse candidates for adap- 
pointment to the Federal judiciary 
was the subject of much comment 
today in political circles here. 

The question of patronage has 
always been a lively one in the 
capital and many an office-seeker 
has wondered who had backed him 
and who had furthered the efforts 
of his rivals to gain a place in the 
service of the Government. 

Mr. Hoover's plan will give 
answer to many such queries. It 
also is expected to preclude in the 
future any practice of a politician 
publicly indorsing one man for a 
post and privately working for an- 
other. 

However, it is explained at the 
White House that this is not the 
primary purpose of the entirely 
new plan inaugurated yesterday by 
the President is making public the 
names of those who indorsed the 
men whose nominations were sent 
to the Senate for District and Fed- 
eral Judgeships. 

The fiest thought, it was _ said, 
was to let the country know the 
high-class of indorsements which 
the nominees received from Fed- 
eral and State Judges and promi- 
nent members of the bar as well as 
from politicians. 

All three of the

While working for RKyckoff in 
Chicago, Toensfeldt says, IRyckoff 
told him the story set forth in his 
ffidavit, briefiy as follows: 

That on the night of April 2, 
1926, almost immediately fol- 
lowing Director Wall's dismissal 
from the department having 
charge of Ryckoff’s work, a St.

contractor $75,000 or $80,000.

That Ryckoff gave $15,000 *o 
one city employ. and $5000 on 
each of several occasions to an- 
other man on the city payroll. 

That he paid money to two 
lawyers who were,active in poli- 
tics and presumed to have in- 
fluence at the City Hall, one law- 
yer getting about $30,000 in 
fees and the other receiving an 
unnamed amount for “good of- 
fices.”’

The cross-examination of Mrs. 
Ethel Hender, East St. Louis club- 
woman and real estate dealer, 
charged with the murder of her 
husband, Percel Hender, was con- 
cluded today shortly before noon. 

The case probably will not get 
to the jury until tomorrow, due to 
the decision of the State to call 
rebuttal witnesses and the _ fact 
that several defense witnesses have 
not yet testified. 

A formal] motion by the defense 
to clear the courtroom of specta- | 
tor. unable to find seats was sus- 
tained by City Judge Silas Cook, 
after the recess had been ordered. 

The motion followed a flurry of 
laughter when State's Attorney 
Lindauer, attempting to get Mrs. 
Hender to illustrate with the pis- 
tol exactly how she wrested it from 
her husband's’ grasp, laid the 
weapon on a table and remarked: 
“Maybe we had better use some- 


thing less dangerous. " The Court 


sustained a defense motion to bar | 


the illustration. 

About 400 persons packed the 
small courtroom today, standing in 
every available space on the floor 
and in the gallery. With the stan- 
dees eliminated, the capacity of the 
Court is about 250.

In some communities, where 
lawyers are the censors, it is forbidden to 
picture crooked lawyers in the movies. 

How gradually the stase has been 
brought. within the shadow of lega! censor- 
ship can hardly be imagined by those who 
have complacently taken for granied the 
censorship of the movies. With bur one or 
two exceptions, no form of legal censor- 
ship (preliminary restraint) was attempted 
in the United States unti] 1913. In that 
year Ohio and Kansas passed their laws 
authorizing preliminary licensing of motion 
pictures. Two years later the Fecera!l Su- 
preme Court sustained the Ohio act on the 
ground that the motion picture is a mere 
Spectacle or amusement, and hence subject 
to the “familiarly exercised police power.” 
The censors. in short, wheeled the high- 
es* court of the land into declaring that 
movies were not a médium tor the spread 
-of thought, but merely an Ooriinary industry 
and therefore subject to licensing regula- 
tions. The Supreme Court of the United 
States in effect declared tha. the distribu- 
tion of films was a trade Subject to censor- 
ship control and unprotected by the famous 
Bill of Rights. 


Following the Supreme Court decision. 
30 states attempted film censorship. Seven 
succeeded. Over $9 cities operate such a 
censorship by municipal ord’rance. and in 
many more volunteer censors enforce their 
prejudices by means of threats over the 
theater, exercised by the pol'ce thre ugh its 
licensing power. 

Now observe how gstealthily. yet icgically, 
censorship has crept to the back door of 
the theater. From the censoring of films 
as an “industry”"’ or an “amusement” came 
the censoring of the titles containes in the 
films. From the censoring of the titles 
comes the censoring of the spoken words 
or dialogue which replace those titles. (The 
New York State Board is now asserting be- 
fore the Supreme Court of New York 
County. in the Pathe case, this powe: which 
Pennsylvania has already acknowledged.) 
From the censoring of dialogue in sound 
films comes the demand to censor speech 
or expression of opinion ir news reels. 
From the censoring of speech in the fiims 
there derives, by strict logic. the claim: to 
censor spoken dialogue in the iegitimate 
drama and the subject matter of the drama 
itself.

7 HAT, then, is the answer to 
Wo dilemma—a codeless up- 

bringing for children? Not at 
all. If youngsters learn no disci- 
pline at home, the world is going 
to discipline them more oarshly 
than the sternest parents. But it 
Seems to us that modern pa- 
rents must give children not 
merely oral prohibitions TALK, 
but a living example of whatsoever 
things they, the parents, consider 
lovely and of good report. Also. 
that in some degree we must keep, 
and must permit in our adolescents, 
an open mind. 

If father and mother live accord- 
ing to the principles of fair play. 
if they show by their acts that they 
don't think money the most im- 
portant thing in the world, if they 
rejoice in their own romantic love, 
if they cultivate a passion for 
beauty and int*llectual interests 
and outdoor life, their practice is 
likely to affect the younger mem- 
bers of the family more than any 
amount of preaching. Certainly, if 
the practice doesn’t influence the 
children, the preaching will not.

SPRING PLANTING OF 
EVERGREENS. 

OR all varieties of evergreens 
| F Spring is a favorable season for 

transplanting. They can be 
moved with little setback up to the 
time when new shoots are starting, 
and even later by experienced 
Planters, though it is sometimes 
necessary to pinch off part of the 
new shoots which otherwise might 
wilt. 

After being moved in the spring, 
an evergreen has a long period of 
favorable weather in which to be- 
come established. The hazards of 
the midsummer heat and drouth 
may be as great as those of a win- 
ter season, but it is easier for the 
garden owner to overcome them. 
The most common cause of loss in 
evergreens is dryness; and newly 
planted specimens should be 
watched during dry periods. The 
roots of any newly planted tree or 
shrub penetrate a relatively small 
section of soil, which may easily 
become dry. Until the plant has 
had time to develop new and long- 
er roots, capable of foraging for

food and moisture to a consider- 
able distance, it needs special at- 
tention and sometimes frequent 
watering This applies to decidu- 
ous plants as well as evergreens. 
Evergreens should be dug witha 
ball of earth about the roots, and 
this earth should be kept well 
moistened throughout shipping and 
planting and after planting. The 
shorter the time between digging 
and planting the better. If it is not 
convenient to water frequently aft- 
er planting. a mulch of hay or 
straw will retard drying out and 
lessen the amount of water re- 
quired. 

The permanence of an evergreen 
in a given location depends upon 
the variety. Too often varieties are 
purchased because the buyer ad- 
mires their appearance without 
careful inquiry being made as to 
their hardiness in the locality 
where they are to be planted. This 
a question upon which expert 
knowledge should be sought. In 
some sections only the hardiest 
varieties can be counted upon to 
survive; while in others there is a 
much wider choice, owing to more 
favorable soil and climatic condi- 
tions. In the East and South the 
beautiful broad-leaf evergreens, 
Such as rhododendrons and aza- 
leas, are available, which seldom 
succeed in the North Central States, 
But everywhere one can have beau- 
tiful and permanent evergreen 
plantings, if he chooses the varie- 
ties that are happy in his locality.

To Clean the Pillows 


F you intend to wash feather 

| pillows, a blowy, sunny day in 
early spring is the best time 

to do it. Transfer the feathers, 
preferably with a vacuum cleaner, 
from one pillow at a time into a 
cheese cloth bag about the same 
size as the pillow. 

Now prepare a tub of soapy 
warm water and swish the bag of 
feathers in and out, changing to 
clean water and fresh suds as soon 
as the first tubful becomes soiled 
and flat. Rinse several times in 
clear warm water, squeeze out as 
much of the water as you can, then 
fasten the bag firmly to a line out 
of doors. When dry, the feathers 
will be just as clean and fluffy as 
when they were hew. 

While the feathers are drying, 
wash the casing that confines 
them. After the process is com- 
pleted, you will have clean, sani- 
tary and more comfortable pillows.
